c. Failing to safeguard Information affecting national 
defense . -Whoavar having been given, or having obtained, or having 
had custody of, access to, or knowledge of (l) any officially 
classified document or information affecting the national defense; 
or (2) any officially classified device, apparatus, or appliance 
employed in the national defense; or (3) the contents of any 
of ficialy classified message of the United States Government or 
any foreign government, (a) discloses the document, information, 
or message to any person not authorised to have it, or (b) uses 
the information, document, or message in a manner prejudicial 
to the safety or interests of the United States or for the 
benefit of any foreign power to the detriment of the United States, 
or (c) retains any document or other matter of the categories 
described under (l), (2), or (3) above, when he has no right to 
retain It or when It is contrary to the safety or interests of 
the United States for him to retain it, or (d) fails to comply 
with all directives Issued by lawful authority with regard to 
the return or disposal thereof, or (e) falls to take reasonable 

o&re of, or so conducts himself as to endanger the safety of anu
